Couiederatiou and Reprcseutatioui 



When wo ponnod a brief article a 
few da/s ago in favor of having some 
compotoiii person at, Ottawa to ropre- 
fiont iho Colony's iulorcsls Uioio, wo 
]itilo imagined ihatour Governmunl bud 
boon beforehand in ibo roprosentalivc 
businoBS, and had di'^patchcd a person 
to Icoic after its oivn interests at tho 
Seat of Govornmeul of tho Doiniu- 
ioD. It would appear that tho prin- 
cipal object of Mr Birch'8 visit to 
the East was to wait upon tho Gover- 
nor General of Canada with a view, 
if possible, of retarding tbo consam- 
mation of tbo scbomo of Confederal 
tion and insuring a oonlinuanco for 
an indefinite period of the present one- 
inao system of government with 
"which we are now so grievously af- 
flicted. "We are therefore not sur* 
prised to learn that after an inter' 
view, had taken place between the 
youthful secretary and Lord Monck, 
the latter " expressed himself as of 
opinion that Confederation is imprac- 
ticable for Bomo years, at least." lu- 
dccd, our only surprise is that his 
lordship did not tell Mr Birch almost 
in as many words that the Dominion 
does not desire British Columbia on 
any terms. It is some comfort to 
know that ; and it is equally comfort- 
able to reflect that nolwithslanding 
tho noble lord's opinion, his cabinet 
do not share it. Tho Miuistr}', not 
Lord Moncli, shapo the policy of tho 
goverr.ment, and a mojoriiy of the 
ministory, at least, are in fuvur cf our 
iininediato Corfodoralion upon advan- 
tngeuus terms. Wero Lord Monck'b 
ministry composed of men possessod of 
little or no colonial experience 
and knowlcdgo, wo might well 
despair of being adnaittcd to the 
family circle of tho Dominion during 
the lifetime of tho youngo^t man 
among ua j but, lortuiictely ior us, 
they are men who have been ruineii 
in the £u8tern Pi evinces, who have 
risen from tbo ranks of iho po(i|)!u i>< 
their present high position, und who 
under^taIld tbo imjiouanco ol fo-ler- 
irig, encouraging and supporiiiig, if 
necohfary, a young nn'l sliuirglinp 
Colony like ourti. With Lovd MuncU 
and Downing SlriH't Mr B rcli will bi 
quite an oraele. lie will be quoted ai^ 
an oui horit^- on all pi ititH relating to 
tho Htaiidiiig and co. ditiun of the 
Pacific Colony ; the heft location for 
tbo capital ; the f( rni of Government 
suited to the wants of t!io country, and 
the customs, manners and huljits ol 
tho people. But with tho Canadian 
Ministers ho will ba lost. His "co- 
lonial oxporienco" will pass for no 
more than it is worth with a Cabinet 
composed of such master minds as 
Jlaodonald, Cariier, Gait, Tilley and 
the other great men of the Dominion. 
«His measure will be takeQ,'^and his 
"advice" will be anhdoded. It is 
not, therefore, beoanae we fear that 
Mr Birch can or will damage the 
oanae of Confederation at Ottawa (he 
might bavo saved himself tho trouble 
and the .Colony tho oxponso of going 
there lor all tho good ho will do his 
"friends") that we ask for an unpaid 
representative at Ottawa ; but it ia 
because wo wibh the Ministry to unr. 
doistand that the people ol British 

Columbia arc in fuvor of tho Union 

that they are ready and willing to join 
upon certain tarins and conditions, 
foremost among which will bo a now 
Governor, a now Ministry, Kesponsiblo 
Governmonl, and (although we WOUld 
not have it urged as a Sine QUa non) 
JRooiprocity of Trade with the United 
Slates. Now thai jve kuo^ the Oov- 
ernment to bo represented at Ottawa 
by a paid delegate— why should not 
tbo Colony have its unpaid ruproHent> 
ative there — a man whose interests 
being all centered here would have 
tho greatest possible inoeative to look 



well after ours. If there is no im- 
propriety in tho Colonial Secretary 
going there to represent the interests 
of his Government, why should there 
be any impropr oty in a private in- 
dividual being present to roproaeut the 
people ? We put foi'ward those sug., 
gesiions in tho hope that stops will bo 
taken to convene a public meeting, by 
which authority may be delegated to 
some person — wo oaro not who — to 
act for us. In the last number of tho 
Exavxiner tho editor objects to Con- 
federation beoauso ho is afraid Mr De 
Cosmos will be made Lieutenant Gov-« 
ernor. Our ootomporary may with- 
draw bisobjootion — his fear is ground- 
less.

tiemen — Your rL'in!iik.s (in ii lute is.suo of 
tbe Journal of Mining) concerning a 
work on tho subject of the " witch-hnzel," 
has led me to nddrcssi you on the snhjuct. 
While opcratiiifz: in mining in CoIoi'lkIo, a 
f e V yonrs since, I wng let into the inv.s- 
teries of the " witcli-lm/el." I'reviou.s to 
that, I was as great a skcplic as any one 
in regard to it, but my senses of sight and 
feeling (as fate has ordained me one of 
the niedianis) wero too severely worked 
upon to remain any longer a doubter on 
tho .subject. At that time I tested its 
operations in every way, and wns fully 
satiblied that it was n. reality. For tho 
past Gve months l have been operatinj; in 
mining at Madoc, 0. W., and have con- 
tinued my experiments with the forked 
stick (not with tbe "hazel" alone, as I 
find most youtip: wood will produce the 
EUiue affect.) In April last I selucted a 
spot where the stick indicated a vein run- 
ning northeast aod southwest, and set my 
men to work, (where there were no surface 
indications of a "crevice.'') After c.x 
cavating a few feet, tho crevice becaino 
very clearly defined, sliowiiig two regul ir 
walls, about four feet apart, with the vein 
running perpendicular. By contiuucd ex- 
periments when tbo shaft had reached tho 
depth of nine feet, I found (by the use of 
the stick) that there was a "lode" rnnniiiL,'- 
northwest aud southeast, crossing the vein 
we were working, nbout two feet IVom 
the nortlieasl end of our shaft, iiniiiedi- 
atcly directed the men to open tho shaft 
six fout longer in that direction, so as to 
develop tho two veins with the one shaft. 
This experiracnt proved the stick had not 
deceived ine, ns the "hanging wall" of u 
northwest and .southeast vein, dipping to 
the noriheu.st, was e.vposcd, sliowii.g, as I 
expected, another well defined "lode.'' 1 
experimented with this systory coiitinnally, 
and I am satisfied that it has never yet 
deceived nie, and I venture to say that I 
can trace :\My qiniriz vein as fast as I cnn 
walk, taking a Virginia fence courso, on 
the surtuee. I t.s o|)eraiioiis are s!!i:;iilai- 
and wortliy of a tnorough exi'iniuution. 
liy walking directly over and in lime with 
the vein, tho stick is not affected, but the 
least deviation lo either side, causes it to 
bend towards the person carrying it ; or 
crossing a Vein cau'c.s it lo tnni. An- 
other peculiar feature is, that a coin 
placed in a slit, cut in the |>oint of the 
fork, appears to break tho conneclion, 
and its operation ceases. These are facts 
and as I intend to return to the Mudoe 
mines in the early part of September, 1 
siiall bu peiTeutly willing to provn thein to 
any one who will undi^itiike Id fallioin tho 
mystery. My theory is that it is caused 
by a current of electricty passing np fnun 
the bowels of tbo earth, through the.se 
crevices, and dlFusing itself through the 
atniosphero. As many use the "hazel'' to 
di.scover water, oil, etc., it may be that 
electricity is curried by them ; or, ngain, 
water and oil would more likely be roniKl 
in or over u cnsvicc, than in or on the 
solid rock. Tho 0|)erations of the stick, 
if properly understood, will save a largo 
amount of time and money, expended in 
various places ; in stri|iiiin[,' the roeks of 
the surface soil, to discovei' a crevice ; 
and in iiiuny iiistunees uf shiirts being 
Slink, ill blind groping for a crevice in the 
rocks, where tho forked stick would have 
pointed it out in a few moments, without 
trouble or expense. It is time this ptn i- 
tanical stigma of witchery, was trampled 
under foot, and science asMinio the inast'M'y. 
1 would urge upon you the importance of 
this matter, and would be jileased to 
render any assistanco iu my power to 
wards its development. I do not claim 
any BclentiBo attainments. My informa- 
tion has been gathered from practical ex- 
perience in quartz mining.

(^.'uKious Petition. — A petition of a 
curious kind has been presented to tho 
Assembly at Melbourne in reference to 
tbe Education Bill.
